Some explanations : 


In Syrian Arabic, some consonants and vowels are pronounced differently compared to 
Modern Standard Arabic. 


Two consonants disappear completely in Syrian Arabic : 
- @aal 3 is pronounced either [d] or [z]. 


- @aa2 Sis pronounced either [t] or [s]. 


In addition, qaaf usually turns into hamza (glottal stop), although it is sometimes 
pronounced normally, especially in proper names or in words borrowed from standard 
Arabic. In this book, we note q the silent qaaf and Q the pronounced qaaf. 


The hamza tends to be replaced by the ya, for example, daa2iman ‘always’ in MSA 
becomes daayman in Syrian Arabic. 


Consonants t, d, s and z, when attached to emphatic consonants (T, D, S and Z) are also 
pronounced emphatic too. 


The n is usually pronounced m when it appears in front of a m or a b. Thus, nmana3 is 
pronounced mmana3 'be banned’, nba3at is pronounced mba3at 'be sent’. 


The n is also usually assimilated with an 1 or ar. Thus, 2a7san-lak is pronounced 2a7sal-lak 
‘best for you'. 


Vowels in Syrian Arabic 


In this book, the e is pronounced as the French [é]. However, the é is a neutral vowell 
which is pronounced differently depending on regional dialects ; sometimes as the 
French [é], as a schwa [a] or as an [i]. In addition, ee is pronounced as a long 
French [é] and not as a long English [i]. Finally, u is pronounced as [u] in ‘rude’. 


In MSA, there are only three vowels : 


- [a] is noted by the fat7a, 
- [i] 1s noted by the kasra, 
- [uJ] is noted by the Damma. 


In Syrian Arabic, there are also sounds [e], [0] and depending on the regions [é] that are 
actually former vowels of standard Arabic that have suffered a quality loss.

- [e] 1s an [i] which quality has been lost, 

- [ol] is derived from [u] 

- and [é], considered as the neutral vowel, comes from any other vowel which quality 
has entirely been lost. 


Moreover, diphthongs don’t exist in Syrian Arabic : 


- the long vowel [ee] comes either from a long [ii], or a diphthong [ay], 
- the long vowel [oo] comes either from a long [uu], or a diphthong [aw]. 


The helping vowel @ 


The helping vowel, noted @ in this book, is always short and pronounced as the neutral é, 
which varies depeding on the regional dialect (schwa, e or a sound close to i). 


It differs from the other vowels in the sense that its appearance is only due to an ease of 
pronunciation and therefore has no effect on the meaning or shape of the word in 
question. It « doesn't really exist ».

It appears to avoid a cluster of three consecutive consonants in order to help pronunciation. 
For example, we say byé7@mlu ‘they wear’, m3all@mti 'my teacher’, qab@I1 ma ‘before 
(that)', ba3@d ma ‘after (that)' or sétt @ qlaam 'six pens’. 


Personal Pronouns 


In order to read the Arabic conjugation tables correctly, it is essential to know the personal 
pronouns of the Syrian dialect. There are eight of them.

However, there are several stylistic or dialectal variants in Syria, including hénnen ‘they’ 
and 1é7na ‘we’ that are typical of Damascus. Elsewhere, we can also hear huu ‘he’, hii ‘she’, 
2ént ‘you’, né7@n ‘we’. In Palestine, we also have humme or humma ‘they’, 2€7na ‘we’. 


Unlike English, the second person of the singular is gendered, we make the difference 
between the masculine you and the feminine one. 


Introduction to the Arabic verb system 


All Arabic verbs are defined by a root that represents a general meaning. They are 
divided into two main sections : three-letter root verbs (or triliterals) and four-letter root 
verbs or (quadriliterals). Triliteral verbs are then divided into ten different forms. 
Quadriliteral verbs, on the other hand, have only three possible forms. These shapes are 
distinguished by lengthening of vowel, repetition or addition of consonants. 


Let’s take an example with the root k-t-b : 


- form | : katab ‘to write’ 

- form 2: kattab ‘to make (so) write’ 

- form 3 : kaatab ‘to correspond (in writing) with (so), to write to (so)’ 

- form 6: tkaatab ‘to be in correspondance (with so), to write to one another’ 
- form 7 : nkatab ‘to be written’ 

- form 8 : ktatab ‘to get written’ meaning ‘sign up, subscribe, enlist’ 

- form 10 : staktab ‘to force (so) to write’ 


There are a number of things that can be seen. Not all forms are necessarily exploited by 
the root. Moreover, the passive form like nkatab 'to be written’ is a verb in itself in Arabic 
while in English one uses the auxiliary to be. 


The verbal forms are presented with the f-3-l root that corresponds to the verb 'to do’ in 
MSA. To make it easier to visualize, we will note this dummy root in capital letters. Thus, 
the forms are noted as follows :

Form | is divided into several subgroups: the (a-a) form Fa3aL > byéF3aL, the (a-e) form 
Fa3aL > byéF3eL, the (a-o) form Fa3aL > byéF30L, the (e-a) form Fé3eL > byéF3aL and 
the (e-e) form Fé3eL > byéF3eL. In addition, some verbs can take two forms (a-o) and (a-e). 
It should be noted that this vowel distinction applies only to form | of the verb. To this, we 
must add an irregular verb: 2éja > byeji which means 'to come’. 


Jajab > byé7job ‘to hide, conceal, mask’ is of form (a-o), root 7-j-b, 
7aDan > byé7Den ‘to cuddle’ is of form (a-e), root 7-D-n, 

kasar > byéksor/byékser ‘to break’ is of form (a-o et a-e), root k-s-r, 
saba7 > byésba7 ‘to swim’ is of form (a-a), root s-b-7, 

qéder > byéqder ‘to be able to’ is of form (e-e), root q-d-r, 

Séreb > byéSrab ‘to drink’ is of form (e-a), root 8-r-b. 


Form 2 is marked by the doubling of the second root giving Fa33aL. The 3rd form has its 
first vowel elongated Faa3aL. In form 4, the root of the verb is added with a hamze alif in 
front giving 2aF3aL. 


- ra33ab > bira33eb ‘to frighten’ is of form 2, root r-3-b, 
- xaanaq > bixaaneg ‘to scold, tell off, reprimand’ is of form 3, root x-n-q, 
- 2a3lan > byé3len ‘to declare, announce’ is of form 4, root 3-I-n. 


Form 5 corresponds to form 2 with the addition of a t- prefix, tka33aL. Form 6 applies the 
same principle with form 3, tFaa3aL. 


- tbaqqa3 > byétbaqqa3 ‘to be stained’ is of form 5, root b-q-3, 
- traafaq > byétraafaq ‘to be accompagnied’ is of form 6, root r-f-q. 


Form 7 is marked by the addition of the prefix n-, nFa3aL. The 8th form has an insertion of 
a t after the first root, Fta3aL. Form 9 has its last root doubled, F3aLL. And finally, form 10 
has a sta-prefix, staF3aL. 


- nTa3an > byénTé3en ‘to get stabbed’ is of form 7, root T-3-n, 

- xtaTaf > byéxtéTef ‘to kidnap, abduct’ is of form 8, root x-T-f, 

- Jmarr > byé7marr ‘to blush, turn red, redden’ is of form 9, root 7-m-r, 
- sta3mar > byésta3mer ‘to colonize’ is of form 10, root 3-m-r.

The stFa33aL form is a mix between form 5 and form 10. The sFaa3aL form is a mix 
between form 3 and form 10.

- snaawal > byésnaawel ‘to catch’ is of form sFaa3aL, root n-w-l. 


Weak roots 


There are three weak roots that can alter the verbal forms seen previously. These three roots 
are: 2, w and y. 


A verb with a weak root as its first one is called an initial weak verb. If it appears on the 
second root, it is called a hollow verb. Finally, if it appears in the last root, the verb is called 
defective. A verb can have several weaknesses. However, the presence of a weak root does 
not necessarily affect the conjugation of the verb. For example, sa2al 'to ask' is a hollow 
verb but conjugates as a sound verb, despite its medial root 2, its conjugation does not 
undergo alteration. 


- 2akal > byaakol ‘to eat’ is an initial weak verb of F1 (a-o), root 2-k-l, 

- 3aar > bi3iir ‘to lend’ is a hollow verb of F1 (a-e), root 3-w-r, 

- Taka > byé7ki ‘to talk’ is a defective verb of F1 (a-e), root 7-k-y, 

- yé2es > byii2as ‘to despair’ is an initial weak and hollow verb of F1 (e-a), root y-2-s, 
- wé3i > byuu3a ‘to wake up’ is initial weak and defective of Fl (e-a), root w-3-y, 

- Tawa > byéTwi ‘to fold’ is hollow and defective of F1 (a-e), root T-w-y.

An initial weak verb undergoes changes on its conjugation except for form 2, 3, 5 and 7, 
which remain unchanged (in green on the chart). Only two verbs with initial 2 undergo a 
change in conjugation: 2akal 'to eat' and 2axad 'to take’. All other verbs beginning with 2 
conjugate as sound verbs. 


The only initial weak verbs in F1 (a-o) start with 2. For Fl (a-a), there is only w as a weak 
initial. Regarding F1 (a-e), we have both possibilities, 2 or w. Finally, Fl (e-a) has the three 
possibilities 2, w and y. 


The verbs with the first root w are going to have a long -uu- to the imperfect. Those starting 
with a y are going to have a long -ii- to the imperfect. On the other hand, F1 (e-a) verbs can 
either take the long vowel or —ii- or keep their weak root with the neutral vowel in front. 
Finally, those starting with a 2 will keep it, except for two verbs that get a long —aa- to the 
imperfect, 2akal 'to eat’ and 2axad 'to take’. 


- 2akal > byaakol ‘to eat’ is Fl (a-o), root 2-k-l, 

- 2axad > byaaxod ‘to take’ is of Fl (a-o), root 2-x-d, 

- 2amar > byé2mor ‘to command, order’ is of F1 (a-o), root 2-m-r, 
- wada3 > byuuda3 ‘to confide’ is of Fl (a-a), root w-d-3, 

- 2aba > byé2bi ‘to renounce’ is of F1 (a-e), root 2-b-y, 


- waSaf > byuuSef ‘to describe’ is of Fl (a-e), root w-S-f, 

- 2é€si > byé2sa ‘to be sad’ is of FI (e-a), root 2-s-y, 

- wéSel > byéSal / byuuSal ‘to arrive, reach’ is of F1 (e-a), root w-S-l, 
- yébes > byébas ‘to dry, become dr’ is of Fl (e-a), root y-b-s. 


For F2, F3, F5 and F7, the initial weak has no impact on conjugation: 


- 2addab > bi2addeb ‘to punish’ is of F2, root 2-d-b, 

- waaZab > biwaaZeb ‘to persevere’ is of F3, root w-Z-b, 

- t2axxar > byét2axxar ‘to be late’ is of F5, root 2-x-r, 

- n2amar > byén2émer ‘to be ordered’ is of F7, root 2-m-r. 


With F4, there is an exception with the verb 2aaman : 


- 2aaman > byé2men ‘to believe’ is of F4, root 2-m-n, 
- 2awfad > byéwfed ‘to send (so)’ is of F4, root w-f-d, 


2aaman is an exception where the prefix 2a- of the F4 is assimilated to the hamza root to 
form 2aa-, making its perfect form similar to the F3. Moreover, 2aaman is often completely 
transferred to the F3 becoming 2aaman > bi2Zaamen. 


A la F6, deux formes sont possibles car les deux verbes 2akal ‘manger’ et 2axad ‘prendre’ 
ont leur intiale 2 assimilée a la F6 également. 


With F6, two forms are possible because the two verbs 2akal 'to eat' and 2axad 'to take' have 
their intial 2 assimilated at the F6 as well. 


- twaaDa3 > byétwaaDa3 ‘to be humble, modest’ is of F6, root w-D-3, 
- ttaaxad > byéttaaxad ‘to be taken’ is of F6, root 2-x-d, 
- ttaakal > byéttaakal ‘to be eaten’ is of F6, root 2-k-1.

Verbs of F8 has their weak root assimilated to t :

Regarding F10, two forms are possible :

staahal 'to deserve’ is the only F10 verb to have its initial hamza assimilated. All other 
initial weak verbs follow the same rule as sta2jar 'to rent’ and therefore have no change in 
their conjugation.

The hollow verb sees its conjugation modified to forms 1, 4, 7, 8 and 10. On the other hand, 


forms 2, 3, 5, 6 and 9 remain intact (in green on the chart). Root 2 is always preserved when 


it is in the middle. 


In F1, the roots w and y are assimilated to the vowel of the type of form, that is to say that 


with the form (a-0), we obtain a -uu-, form (a-e) -ii- and forms (a-a) and (e-a) -aa-. The 


hamza, on the other hand, is not assimilated and conjugation is not altered. 


- faat > bifuut ‘to enter, go into, walk into’ is of Fl (a-o), root f-w-t, 


- za2ar > byé2zor ‘to roar’ is of Fl (a-o), root z-2-r, 


- baat > bibaat ‘to spend the night’ is of F1 (a-a), root b-y-t, 


- sa2al > byés2al ‘to ask’ is of Fl (a-a), root s-2-l, 
- baa3 > bibii3 ‘to sell’ is of F1 (a-e), root b-y-3, 


- sé2em > byés2am ‘to be fed up with’ is of Fl (e-a), root s-2-m. 


For F2, F3, F5 and F6, there is no impact on conjugation : 


- nawwar > binawwer ‘to light (up), illuminate’ is of F2, root n-w-r, 


- 3aawan > bi3aawen ‘to help, assist’ is of F3, root 3-w-n, 

- tzawwa3 > byétzawwa3 ‘to be damaged, ruined’ is of F5, root z-w-3, 
- tbaawas > byétbaawas ‘to kiss one another’ is of F6, root b-w-s, 

- byaDD > byébyaDD ‘to whiten’ is of F9, root b-y-D. 


The F4, F7, F8 and F10 are modified. The weak root is assimilated to the fat7a of the form : 


- 2azaal > biziil ‘to eliminate ‘ is of F4, root z-w-l, 

- nhaan > byénhaan ‘to get insulted’ is of F7, root h-w-n, 

- rtaa7 > byértaa7 ‘to rest, have a rest’ is of F8, root r-w-7, 

- staSaar > byéstaSiir ‘to consult, ask for advice’ is of F10, root $-w-r.

The defective verb undergoes conjugation modifications in all forms. In form 8, only two 
verbs are of the form Fta3a > byéFta3a (in red on the chart). These are the verbs Itaqa > 
byéltaqa ‘to be found' and ntala > byéntala 'to be filled’. All other verbs follow the rule 
Fta3a > byéFté3i. 


In Syrian Arabic, the final hamza is changed to y. For example, the verb qara ‘to read' has 
the classical root q-r-2, but its dialectal root is q-r-y. 


In form 7, there are two types of verbs. Some can turn the final —a to -i, although they can 
keep their final —a. The other verbs always keep the final —a. 


There are no defective verbs of the form | (a-o). For Fl (a-a), the final —a is kept at the 
imperfect. For Fl (a-e), the final —a is transformed into an -i. The F1 (e-e), the final —i is 
kept at the imperfect. Finally, the Fl (e-a), the final —i is transformed into —a. 


- baqa > byébga ‘to stay’ is of Fl (a-a), root b-q-y, 
- 3afa > byé3fi ‘to forgive’ is of Fl (a-e), root 3-f-w, 
- nési > byénsa ‘to forget’ is of Fl (e-a), root n-s-y, 
- béki > byébki ‘to cry’ is of F1 (e-e), root b-k-y. 


For the F2, F3, F4 and F10, the final —a is transformed into an —i. 


- hajja > bihajji ‘to spell’ is of F2, root h-j-y, 

- jaaza > bijaazi ‘to punish’ is of F3, root j-z-y, 

- 2amla > byémli ‘to dictate’ is of F4, root m-l-w, 

- sta3fa > byésta3fi ‘to resign, quit’ is of F10, root 3-f-w. 


Regarding the F5 and F6, the final —a is kept. 


- t7adda > byét7adda ‘to defy, challenge, provoke’ is of F5, root 7-d-y, 
- t7aaSa > byét7aaSa ‘to avoid, elude’ is of F6, root 7-S-w. 


For the F7, there are two types, F7 (a-1 and a-a) and F7 (a-a) : 


- nkasa > byénkési / byénkasa ‘to be dressed’ is of F7 (a-i et a-a), root k-s-w, 
- ngaza > byéngaza ‘to be invaded’ is of F7 (a-a), root g-z-w. 


Finally, for F8, the final —a is transformed into an —i except for two exceptions : 


- Staka > byéStéki ‘to complain’ is of F8, root $-k-w, 
- Itaqa > byéltaqa ‘to be found’ is an exception of the F8, root I-q-y, 
- ntala > byéntala ‘to fill up’ is an exception of the F8, root n-l-y. 


Geminated roots 


In addition to weak roots, there is another type of root that influences conjugation. This is the 
geminate or double root when the second and last root are identical. It should be noted 
that in Arabic, the first and second root can never be the same. 


The geminated roots do not impose changes to F2, F3, F5 and F6. In form 1, only the vowel 
a exists in the perfect and is kept to the imperfect or is reduced to the neutral vowel é.

There are two types of F1, the (a-é) and the (a-a) : 


- 3ajj > bi3éjj ‘to mill, swarm, proliferate’ is of Fl (a-é), root 3-j-j, 
- 3aDD > bi3aDD ‘to bite’ is of Fl (a-a), root 3-D-D. 


With F2, F3, F5 and F6, no change of conjugation can be seen : 


- Dallal > biDallel ‘to mislead, deceive swindle’ is of F2, root D-1-l, 
- qaaSaS > biqaaSeS ‘to punish’ is of F3, root q-S-S, 

- traddad > byétraddad ‘to hesitate’ is of F5, root r-d-d, 

- tqaaSaS > byétqaaSaS ‘to be punished’ is of F6, root q-S-S. 


For the F4, F7 and F8, the last two roots stay together : 


- 2aSarr > byéSerr ‘to insist’ is of F4, root S-r-r, 


- nhazz > byénhazz ‘to be shaken (up)’ is of F7, root h-z-z, 
- mtadd > byémtadd ‘to stretch (out)’ (intrans) is of F8, root m-d-d. 


Finally, for F10, the last two roots are stuck together and the a from sta- prefix becomes 
optional (it remains present if it facilitates pronunciation) : 


- staradd > byéstarédd / byéstrédd ‘to get back’ is of F10, root r-d-d.

Form 1: Fa3aL 


The first form corresponds to the pure form of the root. There is no long vowel insertion, no 
repetition or addition of consonant. That is the basic form. 


There are several categories of form | that are divided according to the timbre of the vowels. 
There are two different vowels in the perfect (a and e) and three in the imperfect (a, e and 0). 
For example, katab 'to write’ and 3éreq 'to sweat’ have different vowels in the perfect. 
Similarly, byé7job 'to hide’, byé3len 'to declare, announce' and byébla3 'to swallow' have 
different vowels to the imperfect. 


In all, there are 6 different forms 1 noted with the vowel of the perfect and then the one of 
the imperfect : (a-a), (a-e), (a-o0), (a-o and a-e), (e-a) and (e-e). We can also add form 1 (a-é) 
which actually corresponds to the form (a-e), (a-o) whose vowel of the imperfect has been 
neutralized because of the final doubled root (geminate verb).

Hollow and defective verbs like Tawa ‘to fold’, kawa ‘to iron’, rawa ‘to irrigate’, 3awa ‘to 
bark’, Dawa ‘to ligh, illuminate, flash’ for example, conjugate as defective verbs, the 
middle weak root as no impact on the inflection. 


On the other hand, the initial weak and defective verbs conjugate with the two weaknesses 
unless the weak initial is 2.

Irregular forms 


Some verbs take an irregular form. This is the case of the verb 2éja 'to come’ which can be 
considered as an irregularity of form 1. 


Other irregular forms appear to be a fusion between two existing forms, so the irregular form 
stFa33aL seems to correspond to the fusion between form 5 and prefix s- form 10. sFaa3aL, 
on the other hand, appears to be a fusion between form 3 and prefix s- of form 10. 


Some speakers tend to say stFaa3aL (fusion between forms 6 and 10) instead of sFaa3aL, 
the form with t is more common in Palestine. 


Similarly, some speakers say sFa33aL (fusion between forms 2 and 10) instead of 
stFa33aL, such as slaqqa or stlaqqa 'to receive’.

The seven forms of the quasiquadriliteral verbs 


There are some verbal forms augmented by a consonant or doubling one of the roots thus 
forming quasi-quadriliteral verbs. Indeed, they appear and conjugate as four-root verbs but 
they are linked to the lexical field of a triliteral root. 


For example, the verb boorad could be taken for a quadriliteral verb of the root [b-w-r-d], 
yet it translates as 'to refresh, stay cool’, a meaning that is clearly related to the root [b-r-d] 
since barad, form | (a-o), means 'to get cold, be cold’. The verb boorad is therefore a 
pseudo-quadriliteral verb of root [b-r-d] and Foo3aL form.

The Fa3La form is very rare of which only two verbs Ta3ma 'to feed', root [T-3-m] and 
farja 'to show’, root [f-r-j] are part. 


The Fa3Fa3 form actually corresponds to the defective verbs of the Fa3FaL form that throw 
away the weak root and replace it with the second sound root. This is what happens to the 
verb waDwaD 'to wash with water, purify with water’, root w-D-y (classic root w-D-2) or the 
verb wanwan. 'to hesitate lengthily, do not decide’, root w-n-y. 


Similarly, we find the form tFa3Fa3 for the passive with, for example, twaDwaD 'to be 
washed with water, make the ritual ablutions', root w-D-y.

The meaning of the forms 


Verbal forms have one or more meanings related to the sense of the root. By analysing them 
a little more closely, we can realize that each form gives one or more specific meanings. 


Meanings of form 1 


Form | is not a derivative form per se. This is the basic verbal form. In fact, it does not 
have specific values, the verbs of form 1 designate simple active actions. Only form 1 (e-a) 


is an exception.

It has often been regarded as a residual form in the sense that it is still used 
as aresidue of MSA.
